To be Christian and LesBiGay in the Lehigh Valley is exciting in 1995. Two churches that are 
predominantly Gay and Lesbian have been meeting spiritual needs for many of us for years and new 
ministries are being established. Rev. Peter A. Helt is Pastor of Metropolitan Community Church of the 
Lehigh Valley. A denominational congregation with services each Sunday at 6pm in the liturgical or 
"high church" tradition, M.C.C.L.V. meets the needs for many of us who come from main-line churches. 
Grace Covenant Fellowship is an independent evangelical church pastored by Thom Ritter and Bryon 
Rowe. Those of us who come from evangelical congregations in the "free church" tradition find the 
contemporary praise and worship, fellowshop and Bible teaching at 10:45am each Sunday to meet the 
needs of many. Along with these two very active and growing churches there is also a local chapter of 
Integrity, Gay Episcopalians and Their Friends, that meets the third Monday of each month at 7pm for 
fellowship and the eucharist. Most recently a new ecumenical ministry led by Rev. Joel S. Diehl and 
Rev. Robert J. Forte has begun. Just as the Lehigh Valley is diverse, so is the LesBiGay Christian 
Community, but for those of us who call ourselves Christians, unity is found in Christ, who said: "....you 
will know the truth, and the truth will make you free."

When people 
returned from the March, filled with excitement and enthusiasm, we all 
decided the Lehigh Valley needs a special event for our Gay and Lesbian 
community.and so the PRIDE Festival was born! 

Our official name is: PRIDE of the Lehigh Valley: Lesbians, Gays and 
Bisexuals TOGETHER, Inc. PRIDE is a 501-C3, non- profit 
organization, incorporated in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

PRIDE is comprised of a general membership and an executive board of 7 
people. Executive board members are elected for a one year term. 

General membership meetings are held the first Sunday of each at 4:00pm 
at Grace Covenant Church, 10th and Chew Streets in Allentown. 
Membership is open to anyone and there are no membership dues. 

PRIDE of the Lehigh Valley is a member of "The International 
Association of Pride Festival Organizers." 

Here is a portion of PRIDE's Mission Statement: The purpose 
of PRIDE of the Lehigh Valley shall be the advancement of gay, lesbian 
and bisexual rights and pride through community outreach. The purpose 
is to be achieved through an annual Pride Festival and other events and 
activities.

Over the past two years, the Lehigh Valley's Gay and Lesbian Community has seen tremendous 
political progress. Organizations such as the league of Gay and Lesbian Voters - Lehigh Valley 
Chapter and the Lehigh Valley Gay and Lesbian Task Force have taken the lead in making our 
community's voice heard in Harrisburg and Washington. Letter writing and post card campaigns 
on behalf of the PA Hate Crimes Bill and the Federal Employment Non-Discrimination Act have 
been successful. Lehigh Valley area state Senators Roy Afflerbach, David Brightbill and Joe 
Uliana have all signed on as co-sponsors of the Hate Crimes Bill and Congressman Paul McHale 
has promised to co-sponsor ENDA when it is introduced later this year. Our community must build 
upon this progress by laying the ground work for introduction of an amendment to the Human 
Relations Ordinances of Allentown and Bethlehem to prohibit discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation in employment, housing and public accommodations during 1996. We must continue to 
make our voices heard by political leaders on local, state and national levels.
